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THE  DENTAL  COLLEGE 


THE  CENTRAL  UNIVERSITY,  appreciating  her  responsi- 
bility as  an  educator,  has  prepared  to  meet  the  advanced 
requirements.  The  Scientific  subjects  are  extended,  and 
improved  equipment  added.  The  practice  of  Dentistry — its 
clinical  applications — now  receives  attention  in  a  very  much 
broader  sense;  objective  teaching  by  the  heads  of  the  departments 
is  a  special  feature. 

The  Faculty  feel  justified,  by  the  brilliant  record  this  insti- 
tution has  made  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  in  commend- 
ing this  College  to  young  men  wishing  to  enter  a  profession 
which  offers  better  opportunities  than  any  other  at  the  present 
time  for  honorable  and  profitable  practice. 

Dentistry  has  experienced  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  and 
especially  within  the  last  five,  a  most  marvelous  transformation. 
Only  a  short  time  ago  its  practice  was  largely  mechanical.  Now 
the  most  intelligent  and  refined  recognize  that  the  modern 
dentist  is  a  scientist,  an  expert  diagnostician  in  his  special  field, 
a  skilled  specialist  in  oral  diseases,  and  one  whose  services  are 
essential  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  people.  No  longer 
is  dentistry  confined  to  the  consideration  of  the  teeth  alone, 
their  preservation  or  substitution.  Modern  dentistry  is  much 
broader  in  its  practice  and  more  far-reaching  in  its  effects 
than  that.  It  is  now  recognized  that  the  health  of  the 
entire  physical  economy  may  be  profoundly  influenced  by  the 
condition  of  the  oral  cavity.  It  is  the  province  of  the  dentist 
of  to-day  to  not  only  treat  the  teeth  and  diseased  conditions  as 
prevalent  in  the  human  mouth,  but  by  an  intelligent  applica- 
tion of  prophylaxis  to  preserve  the  teeth  and  prevent  disease, 
not  of  the  mouth  alone,  but  of  the  whole  body. 


Prevention  is  the  latest  word  in  dentistry  as  it  is  also  in 
medicine,  and  prophylactic  or  preventive  dentistry  is  sweeping, 
like  a  great  wave,  over  all  the  civilized  world.  As  a  consequence 
of  the  awakening  of  the  people  to  the  vital  importance  to  their 
general  health  of  the  proper  care  of  their  teeth  and  mouths, 
the  demand  for  educated  and  skilled  dentists  has  enormously 
increased.  This  demand  will  increase  rather  than  diminish  as 
the  population  increases  and  advances  in  civilization  and 
refinement. 

For  this  reason  the  profession  of  dentistry  offers  the  most 
flattering  opportunity  for  young  men  of  education  and  culture 
to  enter  promptly  into  a  lucrative  and  honorable  practice. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

THE  general  demand  for  a  broader  clinical  knowledge  in  the 
professions  of  Medicine  and  Dentistry  has  received  due 
consideration,  and  the  clinical  side  of  the  course  has  been 
greatly  strengthened. 

The  general  course  of  study  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
thought  and  planning,  the  purpose  being  to  arrange  the  various 
subjects  in  the  most  logical  sequence  and  in  such  manner  as  to 
avoid  confusion  in  the  mind  of  the  student. 

However  thorough  and  complete  a  man's  preliminary  edu- 
cation may  have  been,  a  course  in  modern  dentistry  is  some- 
thing new  to  him,  and  to  present  it  in  a  haphazard  sort  of  way 
is  to  invite  disastrous  failure. 

The  Faculty  is  composed  of  experienced  men,  both  in  prac- 
tice and  as  teachers.  The  notable  record  the  graduates  of  this 
school  have  made  before  the  State  Examining  Boards  attest 
both  the  excellence  of  the  course  of  teaching  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  corps  of  instructors.  Special  lectures  on  jurisprudence, 
economics,  business  forms,  and  other  subjects  will  be  given 
during  the  year. 


Written  and  oral  examinations  are  required  of  all  students 
during  each  session  on  all  studies  of  their  respective  years. 
Mid-term  examinations  will  be  held  in  all  studies  taught  in 
College.     Other  examinations  on  notice. 

DENTAL  INFIRMARY 

SENIOR    students  have    six    hours    of   practical   work  every 
school  day. 
Junior  students  are  admitted  to  the  infirmary  in  November, 
as   soon    as   they   have   satisfactorily    completed   their   Junior 
technic  requirements. 

Clinics  are  held  daily,  Sunday  excepted,  and  six  hours  each 
day  are  given  over  absolutely  to  clinical  work. 

ADMISSION 

A  CANDID  ATE  may  be  admitted  to  this  school  without  exami- 
nation upon  presenting  a  diploma  from  a  college  or  high 
school  or  academy  having  a  four-years'  course  beyond  the  ele- 
mentary school,  or  a  first-grade  teacher's  certificate  issued  by  a 
Superintendent  after  a  regular  examination,  provided  the 
possessor  has  credits  of  fifteen  units  or  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  possessor  is  entitled  to  fifteen  units  of  high-school 
credits. 

Credit  will  be  given  for  any  high-school  subject. 
Prospective  students  are  urged  to  write  for  detailed  informa- 
tion  and  to  submit  their  credits. 

Ten  calendar  days'  grace  shall  be  permitted  students  within 
which  to  enter  after  commencement  of  session. 

Students  who  have  completed  at  least  one  full  year  in  a 
dental  school  not  a  member  of  the  Association  of  Colleges, 
write  for  rule  governing  same. 
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The  minimum  time  for  dental  teaching  required  by  the 
College  Association  to  qualify  students  for  examination  for 
graduation  shall  be  thirty-two  weeks  of  six  days  each,  in  each 
of  three  separate  academic  years. 

Students  in  attendance  at  colleges  belonging  to  the  College 
Association  are  required  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  the  various  States,  and  failing  to  do  this  shall 
not  be  again  received  into  any  of  the  colleges  of  the  Association. 


CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

THE  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age;  must  possess 
an  acceptable  moral  character,  including  good  deportment 
while  a  student;  must  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  not 
less  than  thirty-two  teaching  weeks  each,  in  separate  academic 
years,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  before 
examination  for  the  degree. 

Must  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  now  in  force 
or  hereafter  adopted  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties  concerning  students,  or  adopted  by  this  College. 

Must  have  deposited  in  the  College  Museum  a  creditable 
specimen  of  prosthesis,  made  in  the  College  laboratory. 

Must  have  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  such  opera- 
tions in  the   College   Infirmary  as  have  been  required  of  him. 

Must  have  satisfied  all  laboratory  requirements. 

Must  have  passed  satisfactorily  all  written  and  oral  examina- 
tions in  all  branches. 

Must  have  paid  all  indebtedness  to  the  College  and  in  no  way 
have  violated  any  of  its  rules. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  a  student  having  fulfilled  all  of 
the  requirements  will  be  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Dental  Surgery. 


MATRICULATION 

STUDENTS  desiring  to  matriculate  are  advised  to  send 
diplomas  or  credits  for  advanced  standing,  literary  or  other- 
wise, which  they  have,  direct  to  the  College,  that  a  record  may 
be  made  of  same. 

Students  are  urged  to  take  up  this  question  by  mail  as  early 
in  the  summer  as  possible,  since  the  College  can  be  of  great 
service  in  systematizing  and  assisting,  by  having  you  know 
what  is  needed. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  submit  to  the  Dean  of  the 
College  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  at  home. 
Candidates  for  advanced  standing  must  present  or  send  their 
certificates  to  the  Dean. 

Matriculation  at  an  early  date  is  desirable  in  order  to  secure 
choice  seats  in  the  two  amphitheaters,  also  chairs,  lockers,  etc., 
as  all  assignments  are  made  according  to  matriculation.  Send 
fee  of  $5.00  by  post-office  money  order  or  Louisville  or  Eastern 
exchange  when  matriculating  by  mail.  The  students  are 
expected  to  occupy  the  seats  assigned  to  them  throughout 
the  term. 

Lectures  begin  October  first.

SOME  REGULATIONS  AND  FEES 

STUDENTS  must  matriculate  before  they  can  be  considered 
students  of  the  school. 

Seats,  laboratory,  infirmary,  and  all  other  privileges  are 
assigned  in  order  of  matriculation. 

The  College  will  not  be  responsible  for  property  left  in  lockers 
or  in  any  of  the  different  rooms  of  the  building. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  any  examination  until  all  fees       0 
that  are  due  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Dean.  t 

Each  or  the  whole  class  will  be  held  accountable  for  willful 
or  reckless  injury  to  the  College  property  when  it  is  impossible 
to  determine  individual  responsibility. 

Each  student,  by  entering  the  College  and  being  accepted, 
agrees  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  institution,  including 
announcements  in  the  catalogue  and  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  and  those  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Faculty,  and  also  agrees  to  accept 
any  discipline  of  the  Faculty  or  its  officers. 

The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  add  to  the  rules 
of  the  College  at  any  time. 

All  fees  are  due  upon  entrance,  and  must  be  paid  before 
October  twentieth. 

The  fees  established  for  the  College  year : 

Matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars  is  payable  each  year. 

Annual  tuition  fee  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  if  paid 
in  advance. 

Students  are  advised  to  settle  their  fees  before  October 
twentieth.  It  means  a  saving  of  additional  fees,  interest 
charges,  and  general  advantages,  besides  being  good  business. 
If  impossible  to  do  so,  there  will  be  an  additional  charge  of 
ten  dollars,  and  the  student  may  elect  a  settlement  in  two  or 
three  installments. 


The  usual  laboratory  and  dissecting  fees  will  be  charged  in 
accordance  with  each  student's  credentials  or  requirements  for 
same. 

The  final  examination  fee  for  Seniors  is  twenty-five  dollars, 
an   extra  part  of  tuition. 

Each  student  will  find  it  necessary  to  use  about  five  hun- 
dred dollars  per  session.  This  amount  will  vary  according  to 
the  economy  practiced  by  the  individual. 


LIVING  EXPENSES 

Board  can  be  obtained  near  the  College  at  about  $4.00  a 
week,  in  good  families.  Students  are  advised  to  call  at  the 
College  immediately  upon  their  arrival,  where  a  list  of  board- 
ing houses  is  kept  and  assistance  given  them  in  procuring 
comfortable  homes.  Take  street  car  from  any  depot  to  College. 
Leave  baggage  at  station  until  located. 


OPERATIVE  OUTFIT 

Each  student,  before  beginning  the  work  for  the  year,  is 
positively  required  to  procure  certain  instruments  with  which  &\ 
to  do  his  work.  The  outfit  for  College,  adapted  for  after- 
practice,  will  cost  about  fifty  dollars  for  the  Freshman  year, 
and  during  the  following  years  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
more. 

Dental  depots  have  branches  at  the  College,  which  greatly 
facilitates  work.  They  keep  in  stock  all  instruments  and  sup- 
plies needed  by  the  students,  thus  saving  the  students  the 
time  and  trouble  of  leaving  the  College  building  every  time  any 
small  article  is  needed.  The  books  recommended  are  also 
kept  in  stock.
